HOMECOMING  TO  THE 
NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL 

. . .  Impressions  on  Returning  of  a  Member  of 
our  Overseas  Hospital  Unit,  the  9th  General 

You  wouldn't  expect  someone  to  think  of  a  hospital  as  one  does  of  home 
but  that  is  just  the  attitude  that  most  of  us  had  as  we  talked  and  dreamed  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  from  10,000  miles  away  across  the  Pacific  ocean.  Ac- 
tually the  amount  of  letter  correspondence  which  passed  back  and  forth  from 
the  hospital  to  members  of  the  unit  was  disappointingly  small  but  spiritually 
we  were  always  close  to  the  "Great  White  Palace"  as  its  jungle  dwelling  off- 
spring usually  referred  to  it.  We  were  representing  you  in  the  war  overseas 
and  you  were  representing  us  at  home. 

One  frequent  subject  of  conversation  among  us  in  the  southwest  Pacific 
during  the  long  months  of  war  was  how  we  would  be  received  on  the  eventual 
day  of  homecoming.  Three  and  a  half  years  is  a  long  time  and  allows  much 
water  to  flow  under  the  bridge.  Would  we  be  remembered  on  our  return.' 
Would  we  still  feel  that  we  belonged  to  the  Great  White  Palace' 

To  those  questions,  those  of  us  who  are  already  back  home  can  bear  elo- 
quent testimony.  The  New  York  Hospital  was  the  same  old  place.  Doctors 
were  eating  in  the  cellar  now  instead  of  the  18th  floor  but  none  of  them  had 
changed.  The  spirit  of  the  whole  staff  of  the  hospital  w^as  the  same,  and  the 
wonderful  part  of  our  welcome  was  that  it  was  not  planned  or  organized  but 
spontaneous  and  individual  and  came  from  all  the  departments  and  sections  of 
the  hospital,  from  old  friends  among  the  nurses,  administrative  staff,  business 
offices,  switchboard,  utilities  staff,  guards,  secretaries,  technicians  and  doctors. 
It  was  good  to  be  home  again. 

Most  of  our  doctors  and  nurses  have  come  home  now  or  are  on  the  way 
but  a  few,  notably  Lt.  Col.  Joyner.  Capt.  Bird,  Capt.  Sorenson  and  Capt. 
Carey,  Major  Troup.  Capt.  Carbery.  Lt.  Bissell.  and  Lt.  Costa  are  stuck  for  the 
moment  overseas  and  may  not  get  home  for  several  months.  Our  best  wishes 
go  out  to  them  now  and  let  us  not  forget  to  give  them  the  same  warm,  sin- 
cere welcome  when  they  finally  come  home.

1  he  depart iiicnt  head  picture  taken 
at  one  of  tlie  recent  monthly  meetings 
will  help  to  identify  members  ol  the 
organization  those  who  are  taking  the 
responsibility  for  carrying  on  the  work 
of  our  larger  administrative  depart- 
ments. It  has  been  only  through  the 
cooperative  efforts  of  this  group,  backed 
by  the  loyal  support  of  the  members 
of  their  departments,  that  the  non-medi- 
cal functions  of  the  institution  have 
continued  without  serious  interruption 
during  the  strains  and  stresses  of  the 
war  period.  The  close  integration  of 
these  departments  with  our  clinical  de- 
partments has  enabled  the  hospital  to 
render  to  both  in-paticnts  and  out- 
patients the  required  care  in  spite  of  the 
unusual  pressure,  particularly  in  our 
semi-private  and  private  services.  Our 
medical  staff  has  been  seriously  de- 
pleted by  the  large  number  of  doctors 
who  have  gone  into  activities  con- 
nected with  the  war.  The  same  is  true 
of  our  nursmg  and  other  staffs.  Those 
who  have  remained  have  assumed  the 
added  burdens  without  flinching. 

A  carefully  developed  plan  has  been 
worked  out  to  mcrease  our  bed  capacity 
and  other  facilities.  The  reconstruction 
to  these  ends  has  been  under  way  for 
some  months  and  is  now  nearing  com- 
pletion. In  spite  of  the  annoyances  and 
inconveniences  of  the  changes  and  mov- 
ing of  units  made  necessary,  the  rou- 
tine activities  of  the  organization  func- 
tioned without  a  break.  When  the  nec- 
essary equipment  and  staff  are  available 
we  shall  be  placing  these  greater  facili- 
ties into  active  service. 

We  have  been  and  still  are  called 
upon  to  show  a  high  degree  of  energy 
and  ingenuity.  The  shortage  m  person- 
nel continues  and  from  the  present  out- 
look it  will  be  some  months  before 
we  can  expect  a  return  to  a  normal 
staff.  Until  then  we  must  count  on 
the  loyalty,  fortitude  and  teamplay  of 
our  personnel  working  together  to  hold 
the  high  standards  of  this  great  insti- 
tution.

THE  PRIVATE  PATIEATS 
CONSULT ATIOX  SERVU  E  OF 
THE  NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL 

Throughout  the  years,  as  conditions 
changed  around  it.  the  Hospital  has 
adapted  its  resources  and  facilities  to 
meet  the  needs  as  they  arose.  One  of 
the  many  problems  which  was  recog- 
nized in  1936  was  the  necessity  to  pro- 
vide access  to  the  facilities  of  the  Hospital 
and  the  services  of  its  private-practi- 
cioner  staff  members  to  people  who 
wished  them  but  had  no  means  of  re- 
ferral or  contact.  In  answer  to  this 
problem,  one  of  the  most  active  serv- 
ices of  the  Hospital  today.  The  Private 
Patients  Consultation  Service,  was  or- 
ganized and  put  into  operation. 

This  service  is  made  up  of  a  group  of 
duly  qualified  physicians  and  surgeons 


ol  I  he  New  York  Hospital  staff,  who, 
111  addiiioii  to  I  heir  private  practices,  also 
serve  in  the  Hospital's  wards  and  Oiit- 
Patient  (clinic;  Department.  'I  hey 
represent  an  almost  complete  roster  oi 
the  major  branches  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  and  their  allied  specialties. 

The  primary  objective  of  the  service 
is  to  provide  a  medium  whereby  pa- 
tients who  have  no  family  physician 
and  who  may  not  require  hospitaliza- 
tion and  need  the  immediate  .services 
of  a  doctor,  can  be  referred  for  examina- 
tion and  treatment  to  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  group  of  doctors  forming 
the  service.  The  prominence  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  as  a  great  teaching 
and  research  institution  engenders  con- 
fidence on  the  part  of  the  public  and 
therefore  many  people  who  wish  to  con- 
sult a  doctor  contact  the  Service  in  order 
to  be  referred  to  a  physician  affiliated 
with  the  Hospital.  Other  patients  re- 
ceived for  consultation  and  treatment 
are  sent  from  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment when  found  to  be  ineligible  for 
clinic  care  because  their  income  is  above 
the  clinic  standard.  Patients  are  also  re- 
ferred to  the  Service  by  other  doctors 
and  by  the  patients  themselves. 

The  facilities  of  the  Service  include 
a  reception  room,  business  ofRce  and 
three  treatment  rooms.  These  rooms  are 
available  to  all  doctors  in  the  group  who 
wish  to  examine  their  patients  at  the 
Hospital. 

Patients,  upon  application  to  the 
Service,  are  interviewed  by  a  secretary, 
trained  to  ascertain  from  the  informa- 
tion obtained  the  proper  surgeon  or  in- 
ternist to  whom  the  patient  should  be 
referred.  An  Appointment  is  made  for 
him  to  see  the  doctor  either  in  the  ex- 
amining rooms  at  the  Hospital  or  in  the 
doctor's  private  office  outside  of  the 
Hospital,  depending  on  the  patient's 
wishes.  Financial  arrangements  are  never 
discussed  by  the  secretary  with  the  pa- 
tient as  this  is  felt  to  be  a  matter  dis- 
tinctly between  him  and  the  doctor. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  pa- 
tients each  year  who  have  used  the 
Service  is  significant  of  its  great  useful- 
ness, not  only  to  those  people  who 
have  availed  themselves  of  its  facilities 
but  also  to  the  Hospital. 
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NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL 
SLRGICAL  GROUP  IX 
WORLD  WAR  II 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  Dr.  George  J.  Heuer,  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Surgery  in  The 
New  York  Hospital,  made  the  follow- 
ing report: 

T  WAS  invited  to  come  to  your  meet- 
ing  today  and  tell  you  something 
about  the  men  whom  we  have  trained 
and  who  entered  military  service — their 
careers  and  what  they  accomplished.  I 
shall  speak  only  of  the  surgical  group. 

Organization  of  our  hospital  unit — • 
the  Ninth  General  Hospital — was  un- 
dertaken as  one  of  our  contributions  to 
the  war  effort.  It  has  done  notable 
work  in  the  Pacific  area  during  the  war, 
and  I  have  heard  nothing  but  praise 
for  its  contribution  to  the  care  of  the 
sick  and  wounded. 

In  this  unit  there  were  1 8  surgeons. 
Of  these,  10  were  listed  as  general  sur- 
geons and  8  as  specialist  surgeons, 
covering  the  various  special  fields  of 
surgery.  I  know  of  no  unit  in  which 
there  was  such  a  surplus  of  surgical 
talent.  When  it  became  evident  that 
many  more  units  had  to  be  established 
than  was  contemplated,  the  Surgeon 
General's  Office  appealed  to  me  for 
highly  qualified  young  surgeons  to  act 
as  surgical  chiefs  of  newly  organized 
units;  and  I  agreed  that  the  surplus 
talent  should  be  withdrawn  from  our 
unit.  Five  of  our  general  surgeons  were 
detached  from  the  unit  and  assigned 
positions  as  surgical  chiefs  of  other 
units.  I  want  to  give  you  here  a  few 
sentences  from  a  letter  I  received  re- 
cently from  General  Rankin  of  the  Sur- 
geon General's  office  in  Washington 
which  refers  to  the  unit  and  the  men 
withdrawn  from  it: 

"I  don't  believe  there  was  a  medical 
unit  mobilized  for  this  war  with  as 
much  surgical  talent  in  it  as  yours.  I 
think  that  can  be  substantiated  by  a 
review  of  the  facts  concerning  their  ser- 
vice. Each  one  of  the  five  men  that 
you  let  us  take  out  of  the  unit  is  now 
a  Lt.  Colonel  and  either  chief  of  sur- 
gery in  a  general  hospital  or  a  consul- 
tant in  surgery.  I  believe  all  of  them 
have  acquitted  themselves  with  distinc- 


tion. This  judgment  is  based  on  re- 
ports of  their  commanding  officers, 
their  colleagues,  and  the  consultants  in 
the  various  areas  in  which  they  have 
been  stationed.  On  my  part  I  think 
this  was  a  superb  group  who  have 
given  most  splendid  service  at  all  times." 
(QO  much  for  the  unit  and  its  surgi- 
cal  members. 

There  were  many  other  men  trained 
in  surgery  in  this  hospital  who  were 
not  in  our  unit,  who  entered  service. 
My  records,  which  probably  are  still 
incomplete,  show  that  of  the  men  who 
completed  their  resident  training,  13 
served  as  surgical  chiefs  of  1 3  hospi- 
tal units,  while  of  the  others,  2  served 
as  surgeons  on  our  largest  Aircraft  Car- 
riers, several  more  as  assistant  surgical 
chiefs  of  surgical  services  in  this  coun- 
try or  abroad. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war  there 
are  25  additional  men  who  were  in 
training  here  as  assistant  residents  but 
who  had  not  completed  their  surgical 
training — who  entered  military  service. 
While  not  in  top  positions,  they  also 
have  made  an  enviable  record. 

And  finally,  there  are  10  interns  who 
hoped  to  go  on  with  their  resident's 
training  but  were  drawn  into  service 
before  they  could  begin  it. 
A  LL  this  adds  up  to  quite  a  record 
•'^^for  one  hospital.  This  record  shows, 
among  other  things,  that  our  Hospi- 
tal furnished  among  the  men  it  had 
completely  trained,  the  top  surgeons 
not  of  one,  but  of  1 3  hospital  units. 
And  if  we  add  to  this,  older  men  on 
our  staff  who  had  not  been  trained 
under  the  resident  system,  we  furnished 
the  top  surgeons  of  1 6  hospital  units. 
I  have  reports  of  the  work  of  three  of 
these  units  and  during  the  period  of 
their  activity  they  cared  for  from  30,- 
000  to  40,000  wounded. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  assemble 
the  records  of  all  of  the  units;  but 
with  these  figures  as  an  index  it  is  prob- 
ably fair  to  say  that  this  Hospital  furn- 
ished the  men  who  were  responsible  for 
the  care  of  between  200,000  and  300,- 
000  wounded  who  passed  through  their 
units.  These  figures  do  not  include  the 
work  of  the  younger  groups  of  men — 
the  assistant  residents  and  interns. 


There  are  other  interesting  things  I 
can  tell  you. 

At  least  five  of  our  men,  as  the  war 
continued,  were  advanced  to  the  posi- 
tion of  consultant  in  surgery,  a  position 
which  involves  the  direction  or  surgi- 
cal supervision  of  several  hospitals  in  a 
given  area.  In  rank,  three  or  four  of 
our  men  are  full  Colonels,  13  are  Lt. 
Colonels  and  one  a  Lt.  Commander, 
and  at  least  six  are  Majors.  An  entire 
unit  of  which  Dr.  Holman,  one  of  our 
former  residents,  is  surgical  chief,  has 
received  an  army  citation  for  outstand- 
ing work.  Eight  of  the  1 3  units  were 
active  in  the  European  and  Mediter- 
ranean areas,  the  remainder  in  the 
Pacific  area.

During  the  cigarette  shortage,  Flor- 
ence received  a  severe  reprimand  from 
a  Gift  Shop  worker  for  being  on  line 
twice.  Although  the  Handlons  do  not 
smoke,  they  did  run  "errands"  for 
friends  in  order  to  replenish  depleted 
cigarette  supplies.  Following  an  oft 
repeated  explanation,  Florence  deftly 
absolved  herself  of  any  breach  of  ethics 
at  that  critical  era. 

The  Handlon  girls  are  a  rare  pair. 
They  arc  vivacious,  cordial,  even  tem- 
pered and  bubbling  over  with  enthu- 
siasm, personality  characteristics  not 
learned  in  charm  schools. 

They  were  proud  to  admit  their  love 
for  their  work  and  that  the  staff  on 
N-8  are  to  them  a  congenial  family. 
Miss  Coleman,  secretary  to  Dr.  Levine 
verified  the  statement.
